Ne Absolute Freedom. 


“It is true that the law provides for 
the restraint of the liberty of the citi- 
zen to a certain extent,” the brief sets 
forth, “yet to protect most truly the 
liberties of people who live together in 
communities, it is plain that some gov- 
ernmental organization and some exer- 
cise of governmental powers are neces- 
sary. There is no absolute freedom in 
civilized societies. Our own history 
prior to the adoption of the constitu- 
tion and the present experience of one 
of the allies vividly show, moreover, 
that the government which exercises 
least powers may be the instrument of 
tyranny in the hands of. domestic 
turbers as well as the facile tool of 
foreign conquerors.

number to show that in order to pro- 
tect the liberties of the people as a 
whole the individual citizen may, in- 
cidentally, or temporarily, be restrained 
of his liberties. Yet military service, 
cited as an extreme example of restric- 
tion of personal liberty, is only tem- 
porary incidental to the security of the 
citizens as a whole, and only so far im- 
posed as is necessary for the purpose. 
The few who are compelled to serve 
do so that the many who remain at 
home at the present time and the gen- 
erations who come in the future may 
enjoy those blessings of freedom which 
this government was established to 
secure.” 

Compulsory Service and, Democracy. 

The brief characterizes as “unfound- 
ed” the contention that compulsory 
military service is contrary to the 
spirit of democracy and says that 
while occasions for the draft in this 
country have been infrequent, it has 
been resorted to without flinching 
when the emergency arose.” It was 
largely through this method that the 
revolutionary war was successfully 
concluded, the government declares, 
and under the conditions of modern 
warfare this means of raising an army 
are “the most prudent, just and equit- 
able methods which can be employed.” 

War now is not a matter of men., 
but of nations,” it adds. “All of the 
resources of the combatants, human 
and material, are thrown into the 
scale. As it is in the power of the 
government to compel, so it is the duty 
of all its citizens to give, regardless 
of personal preference, the service 
which they can most efficiently ren- 
der. Those who bear the responsibil- 
ity of leadership must have also the 
power to assign every citizen to the 
station he is best qualified to fill. 
Nor is it any longer just to leave the 
performance of military duties only to 
the most ardent and patriotic, instead 
of distributing them with equity over 
the population as a whole.” 


The President and the Militia. 


Replying to the contentlon that the 
militia cannot be ordered out by the 
president or sent abroad for duty, the 
government says: 

“Tt has long been settled under our 
scheme of constitutional government 
and the statutes that the power resides 
in only one person to decide when the 
emergency arises which justifies the 
calling out of the militia; that person 
is the commander-in-chief, the presi- 
dent. It is not even for the governor 
of the state; much less a private mili- 
tiaman, tu say that the president has 
wrongly decided. 

“The president, of course, should be 
scrupulously careful not to exceed the 
bounds of his constitutional authority. 
But the matter is solely within his dis- 
cretion, and from a decision made in 
exercise thereof, no appeal lies to the 
courts. Correction for possible abuse 
is the power of impeachment and fre- 
quent elections. 

„On the facts in the present cases, 
moreover, it certainly could not be said 
that the commander-in-chief has exer- 
cised his discretion unwisely. Evidence 
to this effect is now not altogether 
lacking to the public.”

Large fires marked the route of 
the raiders. indicating the extent of 
the destruction. 


Italians Sheil Enemy. 

Rome, December 9.—The official com- 
munication issued today says: 

“From Stelvio to the Brenta river 
the fighting generally was limited. In 
the Lagarina valley our patrols cap- 
tured some enemy soldiers and on the 
Asiago plateau our batteries repeatedly 
heavily shelled hostile forces in move- 
ment. 

“Between the Brenta and Piave riv- 
ers the artillery fire which had ‘been 
very violent during the afternoon be- 
came normal again in the early eve- 
ning. 4 French reconnoitering patrol 
brought back ten prisoners. 

“On the Piave plain and in the Sedona 
valley the artillery activity by both 
sides was very noticeable.

EXPORT-BUNKER COAL 
TO BE LIFTED IN PRICE 


Washington, December 9.—Higher 
prices for export and bunker coal prob- 
ably will be fixed soon by the fuel ad- 
ministration. The present policy of 
permitting no higher prices for this 
coal than is charged for that used at 
home has brought a demand from many 
quarters that export and bunker prices 
be revised upward. 

Fuel administration officials said to- 
night that they had been trying to 
find a way to set higher prices with- 
out opening the way to abuses and un- 
air discriminations. They do not fear 
hat higher prices would send from the 
country more coal than can be spared 
as the government’s control of ex- 
ports would be used to prevent such a 
situation. 

Great Britain and the other coal ex- 
porting nations do not allow higher 
prices for export, but in some instances 
actually prescribe them to force lower 
prices to their domestic users. By 
making no distinction the United States, 
exporters have pointed out to the fuel 
administration, puts a large profit in 
the pockets of foreign coal dealers and 
vessel owners which might be kept 
within the United States. 

South American markets, exporters 
say, are ruled by British coal sold at 
a high price. The difference between 
the South American market price and 
the export price here, they show, is 
taken by the importer.
